Kinley's hands have been upheld by 
both brani'hes of the American con­ 
gress. 
With enthUiUasin, fervor and 
promptness almost unparalleled In the 
senate in time of peace, that body y e s­ 
terday passed the emergency appro- 
printli>n bill carrying $183,000 of detl- 
elench'S and placing at the disposal of 
the president $.')0,000,000 for national d e­ 
fense. 
The vote by which the measure 
was passed was unanimous. 
Seventy- 
six short, sharp, and emphatic speeches 
were delivered in favor of the bill, each 
one belnf? simply a ringing "aye” d u r ­ 
ing the roll eali upon the passage of the 
measure. 
Not only did every senati»r 
present register his vote In favor of the 
bill, but from every absent member the 
authorlzi'd 
announcement 
was 
made 
that If he were present- he would vote 
aye. 
From the time the bill was p re ­ 
sented to the senate by Hale until it 
was passed not an inharmonious note 
was sounded.

The charming village of Berrien 
Springs lies on the west bank of the 
picmres(|ue St. Joe 
river about 15 
miles from its mouth. 
The larger 
towns of Niles and Buchanan are ten 
miles distant sutliwa»’d. while the great 
city of Chicago lies about IKJ miles dis­ 
tant, by the way of Benton Harbor, 
St. Joseph and Lake Michigan. 


In the early pioneer daysof the coun­ 
ty Berrien Springs was famous not only 
as the county seat, but for its hostelries 
and many lint-s of 
stage 
coaches. 
Judges and lawyers and juries have 
often vied witii each other and run 
races from the various points of ihe 
compass to see who would arrive tirst 
at the once famous Delleld llouwe, now 
somewhat antiijuated and w’ell nigh 
obsolete. 
A rustic charm seems lo 
have hung over this pretty village and 
its environments for several genera­ 
tions to such an extent that it has al­ 
ways been a bewitching center of at­ 
traction for conventit)ns, picnics and 
pleasure rusorters. The village lies 
on an elevated plateau of perhaps 40 or 
TiU feel above the river's level. With 
a |M)|)uluiion of al>out 7lK) souls, modern 
hull?!», .'•ehools and churches are more 
th.tn sutlicient. And the grand old 
woods thai loom up in the distant hori- 
/.t>a on every side make an enchanting 
imekgrounii most beautiful, captivat­ 
ing, enravishidg. 
In the sumnu'r time 
no more pit!lm’es(jue scenery can be 
found than aloug ide banks of the St. 
Joe riv«;r. at and in tne vicinity of Ber­ 
rien Springs. 
Its clear, 
sparkling, 
rippling waters swiftly rolling on to­ 
ward the great lake, delight the eye. 
Fishing at this sea-on of the year is 
giKKl and many a beautiful island can 
be found clothed with rich verdure and 
luxuriant foliage, making a most be­ 
witching rende/.vous for merry picnlc- 
ers and anglers. 


In this pictures(}ue rustic 
village 
there is a famous retreat known as 
^‘Indian-llelds.” 
Many Indian relics 
have been found here. It is 
here 
where the old people’s and the young 
peoule’s picnics of Berrien county are 
neia every year, aud roost magniticent 
elms and oaks interspersed with maple 
spread out their huge branches, mak- 
ing a most delightful shade. The his­ 
toric old court house around 
which 
cluster many exciting soenes and inci> 
dents, pathetic, ridiculous and some­ 
times ludicrous in their 
character^ 
since the county seat wae moved to St. 
Joseph, is now converted into a plaoc 
of public amusement and recreation. 
The old stage coaches are no longer to 
be seen. Perhaps they are gone to 
Klondike. 


But what about the <!;ountry around 
Berrien Springs. 
Well, it is simply 
lovely, delightful, grand. The orchards 
are bending witb luscioys fruit. There 
are naeadowsof tall grass, ready for the 
mower, there are fields of waving grain 
ri{)ening in 
the glowing 
sunlight. 
There is hill and dale and vale and 
woodland and prairieland. There are 
niches and nooks and rippling brooks. 
You can hear the meadow lark at 
mofning and the thrush trilling out his

evening song as you pass along. There 
are mossy banks and beds of flowers 
There are humming birds, aye, you 
can see and hear them too, as they flit 
to and fro and sing as they go. ' You 
can hear the twitter, twitter «>f the 
swallow as he sits perched on tl\e. eaves 
of an old straw shed. 
You can roam 
through the forest wild, and look up to 
the topmost banches of the tall, stately 
trees, as they seem to kiss the very 
clouds. O, yes, there is joy, there is 
bliss to all Vi ho will come and make 
their abode and for a time abide in this 
rustic village on the banks of the now 
classic St. Joe. 


What about a boat ride on the river? 
Well that is one of the very first things 
you want to do when you visit Berrien 
Springs. One day we took a walk 
down the long hill which leads to the 
river bank on the west side, intending 
to lish for bass, when who should we 
see but a well-known local celebrity 
who had as great a penc'iant for the 
water as a duck. 
He was in the act of 
unmooring liis boat which had been 
fastened to the roots of an old tree. 
This antiquated individual we will call 
Joe. 
He was famous as a hunter, a 
trapper and a lisher. As we neared tlie 
bank Joe looked up and recognizing us. 
he cried out, hello friend 
D~, I’m 
getting ready to take a ])ull up the 
river to see some traps, jump in. Being 
bent on having all the pleasure, fun 
and frolic possible while we stayed in 
Berrien Springs, we stei>ped lightly 
into the bout and were soon pulling 
away under the swaying brancheí< of 
the grand old trees which overhung 
the silvery waters of old St. Joe, blithe 
and happy as 
two kids. 
There is 
something fascinating as well as exhil- 
erating in speeding over the vaters of 
a Vjcautiful river. 
Ever and anon the 
prospect changes. 
Now we are sweep­ 
ing underneath the branches of huge 
drooping willow trees, now we are 
passing pleasant undulating meadows, 
in which fat kine are peacefully graz­ 
ing. 
Yonder is a towerinir clilT loom­ 
ing up from the river's brink. The 
scene is constantly changing. 
The 
wild, the fantastic, the grand, but 
never a gloomy foreboding scene came 
to view. 
After rowln<r a few miles 
amid these ever changeful sceucsof the 
classic St. Joe. we came to a majestic 
bend in the river, on ihe farther bank 
of which stood a substantial looking 
fai’in hon-i*. 
There, said Joe. do you 
see thaf. line house on the hill? Oh 
yes, we said or answered. 
W e l l , said 
Joe, there lives one of the oldest pio­ 
neers of tiu! county. 
We'll just pull in 
undtM* tout tree fora few moments while 
I examine my tra|»s a few rods up this 
‘ere creek, and tnen we’ll pull over 
ttjei'e u iu l g»» u> se*e old Daddy B~-. 
Kverybody calls him daddy. He" knows 
more uboni the early settlements and 
about Berrien .Sorings ihan any other 
man 'I’ouiul aboui here, 
.loe was not 
louir in lending to his traps and we 
pulled across the swifi tlowiriir river and 
moored our canoc to the roots of an 
overhanjriniT blue tree and began to 
climb the circuituous path whicn led lo 
Daddy B—’s house. 
We >truck the 
highway right in front of the home­ 
stead. 
It was truly a delightful abode. 
The architecture of the old mansion was 
a sort of mixture of Moorish and Homan 
style. 
Nature’s forest trees adorned 
the front yard, and there sure enough, 
seated in a rustic chair underneath the 
shadow' of a noble Kim was Daddy B—. 


Joe taking the lead, advanced toward 
the old pioneer and said. Daddy, I've 
brought a friend of mine to see you. 
We received a hearty welcome from 
the old pioneer and he raised bis mas­ 
sive form and led the way up the broad 
flight of steps onto a wide piazza that 
was overrun with beautiful vines and 
shrubbery into a quaint old fashioned 
room of this country mansion. There 
were no indications of affluence and 
wealth in this room, yet it was whole­ 
some, clean, neat and tidy. There was 
a rag carpet on the iloor,’ several pic­ 
tures adorned the walls, the more no­ 
ticeable among which were Washing- 
toe’s and Lincoln’s. An old fashioned 
clock reaching from the ceiling to the 
floor stood in one corner. 
But perhaps 
the most notable object in the room was 
Daddy’s wife, as she sat there with her 
white frilled cap, her spectacles and her 
knitting needles 
knitting, knitting 
away as if her very life depended on the 
swiftness of her fingers. 
.She was in- 


deed a line si>ecimen of a w’ell-kept old 
lady who had seen more than 80 sum­ 
mers and winters come and go and her 
tongue was as blithe and glib as that of 


a youQg miss of fifteen, and as we then 
saw’ her that day she seemed to bid fair 
to see many more wintersand summers. 
She was indeed the most cheery, chatty 
and piquant old lady that we ever fcaw. 
We were given an invitation to dinner 
and our wilholm friend, Joe, was not 
slow’ to stand sponsor for us in that re­ 
spect. How’ever, we staid to dinner and 
a good dinner it was, after which the 
old pioneer regaled us with some very 
interesting reminiscences of Berrien 
Springs. 


Why, said he, I have been in this 
neck of the woods fifty years last fall. 
I remember hearing the first blast of 
the horn which announced the arrival 
of the tirst stace coach which arrived 
in the village of Berrien Springs. 
It 
was almost as much of a treat in those 
days to see the arrival of the stage 
coach and its occupants as a circus is 
now-a-days. Daddy, said Joe, did you 
ever have any trouble with the Indians 
when you tirst came here? 
When I 
first came here, said Daddy, Indians 
and b ’ars were quite plenty but the 
former were peaceable and though they 
frequently called to see us at all hours 
of the day or night, generally a piece of 
corn bread, or a wad of tobacco would 
satisfy them and they went on their 
way contented. 
As to the bears, well 
I’ve shot many a one. but generally 
they gave you a wide berth, and only 
when closely pressed w’ould they turn 
on a man. 
Bobbers and thieves were a 
greater menace to this .section of Ber­ 
rien county in the early days than In­ 
dians, bears or wolves, rve often heard 
of the stage coach being held up be­ 
tween the Springs and St. Joseph. 
Why Joe, you would hardly believe the 
amount of travel there was between 
Niles, I3errien Springs and Si. .loseph. 


You see at some seasons of the year 
most of store goods were hauled by 
team across the country from Niles to 
St. .foe and other polnt^s and of course 
they all had to stop and feed at Berrien 
Springs and on that account it has al­ 
ways been a b\isy place for its size. 


1 tell you teaming in those days was 
no soft snap. 
Dense wooJs on every 
hand, with corduroy roads across low 
swampy places, and in the wet season 
mud axle deep. 
I’ve been stuck many 
a time the other side the old “ Buck- 
Horn,’' and had to unload. 
Where? 
the 15uck-Horn did you say? Why it’s 
about six miles north of 
Berrien 
Springs. 
It was a famous place in its 
day, and you know every thing has its 
day. 
You see it wus an old wayside 
inn, where tlie stage driver always 
watered his hordes and exchanged mail 
and generally l(u»k a horn of some­ 
thing besides for hiujself. 
I under­ 
stand the old tavern is vacated now and 
there is a nice brick hou^e built on the 
opposite t>ide of the road. 


Joe you ought to give your friends a 
run down to Tvvin Sprin^rs. 
'i'win 
Springs, where is that, we asked? Why. 
said Daddy, 
a nice pleasant place 
about 
miles down llie river from B er­ 
rien Springs. 
A hotel ha> been built 
there, and the sieamboai lo and from 
Berrien Springs to the nuiuih of the 
river stops »here. 
Its a tjuiel pleasant 
place to while away a summer day. 
l-5ut mister said Daddy, you ought to 
be here in the springtime, when the 
orchanls are in bl(H)m and the vine- 
clad hills are casiinLj' t\irt u tlutir purple 
hues and the air is fra^'ranD with the 
peach and apple blo^soms. 
When the 
berries are ripe and the robins sing, 
and the lark warbles his morning carol, 
when the grass 1» fressh and green, and 
the vvoods are all agleam. 
I tell you, 
mister, there's no fairer, richer, or 
grander country in American than this 
St. Joe valley, and Berrien Springs 
is one of it’s fairest gems, nestling on 
the west bank of its beautiful river. 
We soon bade adieu to Daddy and his 
wife, and retraced our steps down the 
circuitous pathway to the river bank, 
and unmooring our canoe, began to 
glide down the swift waters of the St- 
Joe, towards the rustic village of Ber­ 
rien Springs. 
It is a delightful exper­ 
ience to glide swiftly down stream 
with little or no efTort of your own, 
with an ever changing scene on either 
bank of the river. Joe, the fisher, the 
trapper, the hunter, w’ith whom we had 
now become quite familiar said that it 
would be a nice drive from the village 
out to Nelson’s mills and from there 
north through a broken, romantic re­ 
gion, with grand old woods on either 
side, striking the St. Joseph highway 
about three miles distant from the 
village of Berrien Springs. 
Here you 
have a commanding view of the fair 
village as the valley in which it is situ­ 
ated lies far Ixdow you. Keturning to 
the noted ijamlet yo>i have nuide a cir­ 
cuit of nine njiles or there about, with 
as varied, beautiful, ronuintic, rustic, 
and fascinating a drive as one would or 
could wisn to have. 
Anil said Joe, 
there are nuiny other drives around 
our pretty villaVe. 
It is a nice little 
drive to Berrien Centre, lOau Claire, 
and also up the bend of the river, 
tn 
fact said Joe. wLiere would you ^o to 
find a pretii(;i* and more fruitful vale 
than 
tiiis 
vaie. 
of 
th(i old St. 
•loe. and Berrien SiJrin^'-s is rij/ht in 
the very eenter of it. 


Almost une!)ns<uGUsly and withnut 
reuli/.ing how nwifL we iiud truvtih'd 
we were ri;jht. back onto Lhi- ^puL froni 
whleli sve tiaii ^luru^d a ftnv iiour.- j»ro- 
viou.s, huviti}^ had it most pie i.-:tt!t and 
enjo3'able trij>. 
We soijn di.-ciiibai’ifed. 
Joii moored lus ti’u^iy eiuioo and we 
were soon together travt-iiu^ up the 
long hill, when tliere eajiie the shrill 
whistle of a loconiotive. ,ieru.>.ulein, 
exclaimed Joe, wluil is tiial? 
We ncAv 
had thi; laugh on Joe. 
We tuuntcd 
him with “Joe have you been s(j busy 
jishing, 
hunting'-, -yjti trapping uiid 
haven’t hinird about the new M.. B. II. 
iV C, railway whieh ha^^just been built 
to Berrien hiprings? Why man. that’s 
the iirst train on tiie new road bringing 
a wL()le lot of visitors and tourists to 
take in the sight and seen<;s and pleas­ 
ures of the charming village of Ber­ 
rien Springs.”
